The Yugoslav Ministry of jar issued a general order dated 11 December 17948 
to the entire command. stating iheat all illiterate officers and NCOs 
met icarn to reed and write bacore the end of 1945, or they would be 
yetired te the vreserwe, The oircular recommended that ali facilities te 
feranted t>os9 interssted in isa-ning, 


2a Inmediately after the war the fueoslaw Army arranged for three or four 
months courses in ea higner schooi for those of the military who wished to 
-learn to read and write. Hany man who received the certificate upon 
completion of thie course iearned nothing at «ali but were granted the 
cortificates tesauss of Partisan activity. 


3. A leading Croat Deputy in the Netional Perliement at Belgrade recently 
presented a motion to the rresit-ent of the Tamera® in which he 
denounced the state of imsorelitvy existing in the Yugoslav 4rmy. He 
delivered a vigorous ettack seri nst the “omens Army Corpa. in which he 
atated that their behavior wea simiia® to that of prostitutes and eleborrted 
on orgies that head taken vlace in the women's barracks. He also denounced 
the prevalence of venereal disense and the lack of medicines to cope with 
them. The motion was sxoiuded from public reports and turned over to the 
Ministry of far. 
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
